Who checks that in-flight 
meal before you dig in?

What rules must a turkey sandwich follow in 
order to board an airplane? 

With the six needles found in sandwiches 
on four international Delta Air Lines flights 
from the Netherlands to the US., it’s a ques- 
tion already stressed travelers are starting 
to ask. Assuming you get any food on your 
flight these days, how do you know it’s safe 
to eat? 

Each country is responsible for setting its 
own in-flight catering rules, said Perry Flint, 
a spokesman for the International Air Trans- 
port Association, an airline industry group. 
The United Nations’ International Civil 
Aviation Organization also has standards 
and guidance on catering security. 

The Transportation Security Administra- 
tion declined to specify its catering rules “so 
as to not violate the integrity of these mea- 
sures,” TSA spokesman David Castelveter 
wrote in an email. “TSA conducts ongoing 
inspections to ensure airlines and contrac- 
tors comply with these security require- 
ments.” At foreign airports, the TSA’s role 
“is as an evaluator of those programs.” 

None of the US. airlines contacted by 
CNN, including Delta, would comment on 
specifics of how food moves from manufac- 
turing plants and commercial food kitchens 
to their airplanes. Nor would two of the 
largest airline catering companies, including 
Gate Gourmet, which supplied the turkey 
sandwiches under investigation. 

Gate Gourmet said it is “cooperating 
fully with investigations by local and federal 
authorities and by our customer. As such, 
further details of this matter must remain 
confidential” and referred to its website for 
information on safety procedures. 

To learn more, CNN turned to Peter 
Jones, a professor with a specialty in airline 
catering at the University of Surrey’s School 
of Hospitality and Tourism Management in 
England. 


What threats does a company 
screen for? 

Random sampling of food 
items is to test for pathogenic 
organisms to ensure against 
food poisoning. This is typically 
outsourced. Visual inspection 
of trays and trolleys is just for 
quality assurance purposes 
rather than to protect against 
threats. X-ray is designed to re- 
veal weapons and bombs. 


Is every food item that goes on a plane 
screened? Or do catering companies and gov- 
ernment agencies do spot inspections? 

Spot testing and inspection [are conducted] 


mostly by supervisors, rarely by outside agencies. 


Three things could be screened—the items put on 
the tray; the tray once it is laid up; and the trolleys 
once they are full of trays. In most cases across 


the world, such screening is simply visual and ran- 


dom sampling. In some high-threat countries [for 
example, in the Middle East] trolleys are X-rayed 
[like luggage is], but this is not commonplace. 


Will airlines or their caterers change any proce- 
dures as a result of this incident? 

Neither the airline nor flight caterer will change their 
suppliers because of this one incident. Millions of 
airline meals get served every day and billions ina 
year. Hence the likelihood of this happening is the 
equivalent of winning the lottery or aliens landing in 


Nebraska. No system is completely risk-free and to sug- 


gest that this, or any other incident like it, can be com- 
pletely eliminated is fantasy. You probably are 

100 times more likely to die in a plane crash than eat 
contaminated food on a plane.

Are cops using 
Tasers too often?

Police departments in Chicago and the 
suburbs have embraced the Taser, a device 
marketed as a tool to reduce shootings by 
officers. 

The weapons’ manufacturer contends that 
if officers can use electric shocks to prevent 
dangerous situations from escalating, police 
might shoot their guns less. 

But that hasn’t happened in Chicago. 

In 2010, the city armed hundreds 
more officers with the weapon, fueling a 
329 percent jump in ‘Taser use, from 195 
incidents in 2009 to 836 in 2011. Yet shootings 
by police didn’t drop significantly during that 
period, according to figures from the city’s 
Independent Police Review Authority. 

The numbers raise questions about how 
often police use the weapons to defuse 
confrontations that might otherwise escalate 
to deadly force. Civil lawyers and department 
critics have alleged that, rather than deploying 
Tasers to subdue dangerous criminals, officers 
sometimes have drawn them on mildly 
obstinate suspects. 

Top-ranking police said they believe 
officers are using the weapons with restraint, 
and they gave several explanations as to how 
skyrocketing Taser use could fail to cut the 
shooting numbers. Officials initially cited 
an uptick in attacks on officers, though 
department statistics indicate that instances 
of battery of officers actually have dropped. 

Department rules grant officers wide 
latitude in deploying the weapons, authorizing 
them against both violent assailants and 
people who run away or make an “evasive 


movement of the arm.” Though ‘Tasers 
can be valuable tools, experts said, officers 
generally shouldn’t deliver debilitating shocks 
to people who are fleeing or lightly resisting 
being handcuffed. 

Experts said a police chief should expect 
an increase in Taser use to cut shootings, if 
other circumstances remain similar from one 
year to the next. If shootings aren’t reduced, 
a department should question whether 
something else significant changed or if 
officers are using force too readily. 

“The big investment in Taser is meant to 
preserve lives,” said Roy Bedard, a Florida- 
based consultant on policing and use of force. 
“Tf you're Tasing more people and you're still 
shooting more people, well, something’s 
wrong.” 

But Chicago police said conditions on 
the street never remain stable and cited 
department statistics indicating that officers 
are using other kinds of force, including 
pepper spray and “impact weapons” such as 
batons, less often. The department, however, 
didn’t provide detailed data to explain more 
completely how officers have used other kinds 
of force since the introduction of the Taser. 

Officers need broad discretion to make 
their own decisions, and they are taught to 
consider all circumstances before deploying 
a Taser, said Chicago Police Sgt. Michael 
Partipilo, who is in charge of training police 
on the devices. 

“{Officers} ask me, ‘What if this happens?’ ” 
he said. “I answer the same, exact way every 
time: ‘I don’t know, I can’t answer that. You'll 
have to answer that when you're there.’”

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Food truck measure 
gains some steam

Chicago’s food truck industry will keep on 
truckin’ but their rules may change. 

The ordinance regulating food trucks ad- 
vanced Thursday out of a City Council com- 
mittee. 

Currently, food trucks are only allowed to 
sell pre-cooked food prepared ina commercial 
kitchen. The ordinance would allow trucks to 
cook and prepare food on their trucks, but a 
license will cost $1,000, up from $275. There 
are 127 licensed food trucks in the city. 

The ordinance would expand hours of 
operation, which are currently 10 a.m. to 10 
p.m. They would not be allowed to operate 
between 2 a.m. and 5 a.m. and would be re- 
stricted from stopping or parking within 200 
feet of street-level restaurants except from 
midnight to 2 a.m. 

The trucks would be required to be 
equipped with GPS, subject to existing park- 
ing restrictions. 

The ordinance allows for the creation of 
additional parking for trucks. A minimum of 
five food truck stands will each be designated 
with input from aldermen in six highly con- 
gested, restaurant-dense community areas: 
Lakeview, Lincoln Park, Near North Side, 
Near West Side, West Town and the Loop.

Up to two trucks may park free for up to two 
hours at any stand in addition to parking in 
any legal parking space. 

Food truck owners opposed the penalties 
of $1,000 to $2,000 for violating the rules, as 
well as the 200-foot ban, saying they would 
lose business, particularly downtown where 
many of their customers buy their food. 

The ordinance goes before the City Coun- 
cil on July 25.

Damascus descends 
further into mayhem 


AMMAN/BEIRUT Syrian rebels clashed with forces 

loyal to President Bashar al-Assad in Damascus, while 
across much of the city streets were deserted and houses 
and shops shuttered for fear of violence after Wednesday’s 
killing of three close Assad allies. 

Efforts to forge a diplomatic solution appeared to col- 
lapse when Russia and China vetoed a U.N. Security Coun- 
cil resolution that threatened Syrian authorities with sanc- 
tions if they did not stop using heavy weapons and pull 
troops from towns. 

In Damascus, residents said the city appeared paralysed 
after the killing of Assad’s brother-in-law, defense minister 
and a top general in a bomb attack on a security meeting. 
Some districts suffered heavy shelling. 

Syrian TV flashed a warning on its screen, telling resi- 
dents that gunmen disguised in Republican Guard uniforms 
were spreading through several of Damascus’s troubled dis- 
tricts, saying “they are planning to commit crimes and at- 
tack people.” 

Activists also issued counter warnings, saying real Repub- 
lican Guard forces were in Midan. “We tapped into their 
walkie-talkies ... we are afraid of a massacre,” said activist 
Samir al-Shami. 

Assad, who had no made no public statement or appear- 
ance since the stunning bombing attack on a crisis meet- 
ing of his defense and security chiefs, was shown on Syrian 
television on Thursday at the swearing in of his new defense

minister. 


“Everyone is looking now at how well Assad can maintain 
the command structure. The killings yesterday were a huge 
blow, but not fatal,” said a Western diplomat. 

Residents said there was no let-up in the heaviest fight- 
ing—in its fifth day Thursday—to hit the Syrian capital in 
a16-month revolt against Assad. His family has for 42 years 
dominated the pivotal Arab country bordering Israel, Leba- 
non, Jordan and Iraq.

REGGIE GRAY’S MESSAGE 
TO CHICAGO YOUTH: 
LEAVE VIOLENCE BEHIND

It’s been more than 11 years, but Chicago Rush wide 
receiver Reggie Gray sees the same scene flash be- 
fore his eyes every time he hears about another 
shooting during what has become an increasingly 
violent summer in Chicago. 

“Every weekend that it’s hot out, you’re hear- 
ing about so many homicides and so many people 
getting shot,” Gray said with a tinge of disappoint- 
ment. “It brings back memories of my situation 
and my brother getting shot.” 

He sees another headline and suddenly he’s 
standing in the window of his childhood home in 
Morgan Park near 114th and Elizabeth streets on 
June 28, 2001. Acar carrying his 21-year-old brother, 
Percy, aka “Trae,” and his friends pulls up. Seconds 
later, Gray’s life changes forever.

“A few of my brother’s friends get out of the 
car and all of a sudden another car pulls up be- 
hind and just gets to shooting,” Gray recalled. 
“I came to the realization that it was a real 
gun and there were guys out there shooting in 
broad daylight.” 

When the dust settled and the smoke 
cleared, Trae had been shot as his little broth- 
er watched in horror in what police called a 
gang-related shooting. But the worst was yet 
to come. 

“We got to the hospital and got word that 
he was shot in the back of the head,” the 
28-year-old Dolton resident said. “The bul- 
let went through one end and came out the 
other. Realistically at that time, we knew it 
wasn't long... .” 

It’s amoment that would forever shape him 
as aman. 

Gray said two people were arrested in con- 
nection with his brother’s killing but has this 
to say about who he believes was the main 
person involved: “I was able to point out a few 
guys, but the main person who was involved 
got away scot-free. Even if justice didn’t do 
what it was supposed to do, [the main shooter 
is} gonna have to answer to God someday.” 

Gray, who would go on to become a record- 
setting wide receiver at Western Illinois Uni- 
versity that summer and for the Rush years 
later, decided he wouldn’t go down the same 
path as his brother. 

“He was running with the wrong crowd,” 
Gray said. “He used to always tell me, ‘Don’t 


be like me.’ He’d say, ‘Play your sports and play 
your sports to the fullest.’” 

He’s doing much more than that. 

The man they call “Big Play” Reggie Gray 
goes beyond scoring touchdowns in front 
of adoring masses at Allstate Arena in Rose- 
mont. 

During the week, he’s a difference-maker 
off the field as a mentor for at-risk youths at 


Role models key to curbing crime 


What's the ticket to curbing the city’s crime 
rate? Rush wide receiver Reggie Gray said it’s 
putting time and effort into the community. 

“If there are more activities for these guys 
to do inside, it'll keep them off the street,” said 
Gray, whose full-time job involves working 
with at-risk youths. “I’m an example of that. 
Instead of smoking weed, I was shooting bas- 
kets in a gym. The youth are killing the youth 
because they don’t have anything else to do.” 

But he and Gwen Adams, his supervisor at 
Youth Outreach Services, agree that’s just one 
piece of the puzzle.

While there are people like Gray who 
turned their backs on gangs in favor of a col- 
lege degree, too few come back to help kids 
fighting the same battles they once fought. 

“Some people fall back into their old lives, 
others want to escape it and move on,” Adams 
said. “We need more mentors out in the com- 
munity to let them know they have school, 
they have college,” Gray added. Adams said 
she’s always looking for role models to get 
involved with Youth Outreach Services at 
the volunteer and professional levels. To learn 
more about how to help, visit yos.org. mM.

his full-time job as a residential adviser for 
Youth Outreach Services in Riverdale. 

His boss, Gwen Adams, said you’d never 
know of Gray’s more prominent side job from 
the way he deals with his charges. 

“T think he’s just Reggie to them,” said Ad- 
ams, program manager for Youth Outreach 
Services. 

“He has an ability to connect with the

young men. They know that he plays football, 
but I don’t think they look at the fact that he’s 
playing for this team. They look at him as just 
a regular person who’s there to assist them.” 

“Looking at me gives them hope that they 
can make it out of the streets of the city of 
Chicago,” Gray said. 

And while he still has designs on making it 
to the NFL, Gray remains devoted to helping 
the city curb its alarming rise in violent crime. 

According to RedEye’s homicide tracker, 
there have been 91 homicides within a 2-mile 
radius of Gray’s childhood home since New 
Year’s Day 2007. 

Gray attributes this to a lack of options for 
youths in the area, who may not have a stable 
and successful role model. 

“All they know is the *hood and it’s sad be- 
cause they think shooting someone is street 
credibility,” he said. “These guys have to real- 
ize there are consequences. Their graduation 
from the streets is to go to jail.” 

Changing that culture is an uphill battle, 
and Gray said he’s seen more failures than suc- 
cesses in his time as a mentor. Nevertheless, 
he says it’s a fight worth fighting if he can save 
at least one young man from the same fate 
that befell his brother. 

“You can’t save them all, but if you can get 
a few to realize there’s a better life out there, 
that could be the difference between them 
pulling the trigger and running,” Gray said.

The Dark Knight rises in movie theaters 
this weekend on the wings of huge anticipa- 
tion for the final film of Christopher Nolan’s 
“Batman” trilogy, but there is one man who 
remains calm in the face of the media hype:

“T’m real proud of having achieved what 
we had set out to do,” Bale said. “It was a 
very important moment for me. It was an 
important character. 

“It’s the only time I’ve ever played a char- 
acter three times in a row and the mov- 
ies themselves have changed my life and 
changed my career.” 

The previous movies in the triology, “Bat- 
man Begins” and “The Dark Knight,” earned 
praise from fans and critics alike. The first 
raked in $372 million at box offices world- 
wide, and the second nabbed an eye-popping 
$1 billion. Bale went on to numerous other 
parts and eventually landed an Oscar for 
his role as a drug-addicted ex-boxer in “The 
Fighter.” 

When shooting of the “Dark Knight Rises” 
was done, Bale said, he wanted time alone to

think about the past seven years. 

“T just went down and sat in a room and real- 
ized this is it,” Bale said of the time the camer- 
as stopped rolling. “I sat in that moment with 
the realization that we’re done.” 

“Dark Knight Rises” picks up eight years 
after “Dark Knight.” The caped crusader has 
disappeared from public view and is a fugitive 
thought to be responsible for the death of Go- 
tham City D.A. Harvey Dent. Bruce Wayne 
has become a recluse. 

Both are forced out of hiding when cat bur- 
glar Selina Kyle (Anne Hathaway) arrives in 
Gotham and a masked terrorist named Bane 
(Tom Hardy) shows up to take over the city.

such good physical condition gave her a strong | 
mental attitude that made it a “complete trans- 
formation” for her in the role. 

While the Batman series has had 
its share of villains, including “Dark 
Knight’s” Joker, which earned actor / 
Heath Ledger a posthumous best * 
supporting actor Oscar, this final 
installment sees Batman meet 
his match in Bane. er 

Bale calls him “the first adver- 
sary of Batman that you know 
can probably whip his butt, 
which we’ve never seen before.” 

When Nolan called Hardy to 
offer him the role, he said he had 
to explain both the good and bad 
aspects of playing the tough guy 
behind a mask. 

“The good news is I have a ter- 
rific part for you,” Nolan recalled 
telling him.

Joseph Gordon-Levitt has come a long way 
from his TV days playing a disguised extra- 
terrestrial stranded on Earth, harnessing a 
chameleon-like ability to inhabit a variety of 
roles in independent films and big-budget 
blockbusters. 

The actor, who gained fame on TV show 
“3rd Rock From the Sun,” portrays Gotham 
police officer John Blake in Friday’s “The 
Dark Knight Rises,” the eagerly anticipated 
final installment of director Christopher No- 
lan’s “Batman” trilogy. 

Gordon-Levitt plays idealistic rookie cop 
Blake who becomes Commissioner Gordon’s 
protege. As villain Bane unleashes trouble on 
Gotham, Blake becomes a key figure in join- 
ing Batman to save the city. 

Following “Dark Knight,” fans see Gor- 
don-Levitt, 31, in several films over the next 
few months, including adrenaline-laced 
thriller “Premium Rush” in August and op- 
posite Bruce Willis in sci-fi time travel thriller 
“Looper” in September, which reunited him 
with “Brick” director Rian Johnson. 

“{Rian} wrote the part for me, and I’ve 
never had somebody write a part for me. That 
was an honor,” Gordon-Levitt said. 

In “Looper,” both Gordon-Levitt and Wil- 
lis play the same mob hitman called Joe, hired 
to kill targets through time travel. Gordon- 


Levitt took to the challenge of becoming Wil- 
lis both physically and mentally, watching the 
“Die Hard” star’s old movies, listening to his 
voice and spending time with him. 

“My favorite part of acting is becoming 
something other than myself, and most of my 
favorite actors are the chameleons, the ones 
who disappear into their roles,” Gordon-Lev- 
itt said, citing Gary Oldman, Meryl Streep 
and Daniel Day-Lewis as influences. 

“The reason he’s been successful at it is 
that he applies the same criteria to big movies 
as he does to small movies, he’s not just look- 
ing to break in and hop on board the latest big 
franchise, he chooses stories and filmmakers 
he’s interested in,” said Johnson, who is close 
friends with the actor. 

Gordon-Levitt makes his directorial debut 
with “Don Jon’s Addiction,” exploring porn 
addiction, due in theaters next year starring 
Scarlett Johansson and Julianne Moore. 

He also is heavily involved with his produc- 
tion company hitRECord, an online com- 
munity of creative individuals who work on 
projects, including “The Tiny Book Of Tiny 
Stories,” with Volume 2 due out in November. 

“There’s plenty of people who don’t have 
access to participate in the traditional enter- 
tainment industry and are great artists all the 
same, so hitRECord is a way for me to work 
with those people,” Gordon-Levitt said.

“Farewell, My Queen” centers around 
characters almost uniformly cognizant of 
their pay grade, and surprisingly rich anxiety 
comes from the quiet dissemination of infor- 
mation and the paranoia that results when

people feel out of the loop. Director/co-writ- 
er Benoit Jacquot, adapting Chantal Thomas’ 
novel, doesn’t go into why the people have 
revolted, only that slowly spreading news 

of the uproar sends folks in power and their 
underlings into a tizzy of speculation and 
betrayal. Sidonie may seem reserved, but in 
Seydoux’s performance she’s never blank, 
merely an observer who embodies the envy 
and ambition that consumes some of the 
lower class.

Those are the three kinds of ladies to 
whom the kama sutra says a man can make 
love, and Jay tells Trishna she’s all of them 
wrapped up in one. Maybe he means the 
way Ludacris wants a lady in the street but 
a freak in the bed. Regardless, after sinking 
into a life that asks her to wait tables, serve 
her husband, submit to him sexually and 
repeat, Trishna doesn’t take this as much of a 
compliment. 

The erratically paced film only talks 
about the different social standards in vari- 
ous cities, rather than demonstrating why 
it’s acceptable for Jay and Trishna to date/ 
co-habitate in some and not others. Jay’s 
switch to more sinister behavior also occurs 
as questionably as a tragic ending that’s not 
foreshadowed by what comes before.

First looks at Bucktown steakhouse Grass Fed 
and City Tavern in the South Loop 


By Lisa Arnett) REDEYE 


In Bucktown, two-week-old steakhouse Grass Fed is breaking the classic 
Chicago steakhouse mold. In the South Loop, a locally known chef is ready 
to rock at City Tavern. I cleared my dinner schedule and dug into both. 


The backstory: When chef Kendal Duque 
cooked up the opening menu at Sepia in the 
West Loop, | wasn’t the only one who was 
impressed. Diners around the city raved, and 
he earned a semifinalist nomination for the 
James Beard Foundation Awards’ Best Chef: 
Great Lakes category. But since he left the res- 
taurant in 2009, it seemed like Duque hasn't 
had the chance to live up to the tasty prec- 
edent he set there. He landed at short-lived 
Lakeview lounge Cuna, where the half-fin- 
ished decor distracted from his dishes. Then 
with promise of opening his own restaurant, 
Mainstay Hospitality recruited him to freshen 
up the menu at its South Loop steakhouse, 
Chicago Firehouse; though he added lighter, 


more seasonal bites into the mix, the servers 
still pushed the steak. Now he’s fully back in the 
driver’s seat at that promised restaurant of his 
own: City Tavern, which has taken up residence 
in the address of Mainstay’s shuttered pub 
Grace O’Malley’s. 


The crowd: A mini-manifesto on City Tavern’s 
menu Says it’s inspired by the 18th century tav- 
ern, “a meeting place for poets, artists, govern- 
ment officials and the common man.” During 
my visits, the modern-day South Loop version 
of that was a fussy couple accosting the bar- 
tender with cocktail questions and gray-haired 
diners using their smart phones as flashlights 
to see the menu (it wasn’t really that dark).

Likes: Salmon with lump crab and asparagus 
($16) comes with a blood orange bearnaise 
that’s lick-the-plate delicious, while whole- 
wheat pasta with porcini mushrooms, smoked 
duck and a raw egg yolk ($15) is a fun spin on 
the classic Italian carbonara. Other new hang- 
outs are focusing on whiskey, gin or absinthe, 
but City Tavern has a lengthy list of rums, true 
to the time period it channels. A rum and Coke 
made with the amber-hued, subtly flavored 
house-made cola is a simple winner, while 
house cocktails (all $10) such as Mrs. O’Leary’s 
Summer Milk Punch (rum with ginger liqueur, 
citrus juices and clarified milk) are brilliantly 
balanced and seriously sippable. 


Gripes: Though our server talked up the share- 
able flatbreads ($7), one topped with baby

octopus, tomatoes and salted, aged ricotta 
wasn't especially memorable, and the fennel- 
anise vinaigrette dressing the baby beet salad 
($10) was too subtle to live up to the advertised 
flavors. Pork belly sliders with duck fat-fried 
chips ($9) could have been mistaken for that of 
any number of bars with less capable chefs. 


Bottom line: City Tavern doesn’t have the 
same destination pull that Sepia did under 
Duque, but South Loopers are lucky to have it 
in the neighborhood.

Heating up 


The scene: Chicago has a trillion steakhouses, 
and not a whole lot setting them apart. But 
friends and former traders Scott Kay and Blake 
Bible had eaten plenty of steak during their ca- 
reers in finance, and they wanted to do some- 
thing seriously different with this Bucktown 
steakhouse. There’s not a tufted leather 
banquette or dark wood-paneled wall 

in sight; instead it’s all white-washed 

walls, high ceilings and shelves lined 

with topiaries and jars of preserves. 

And it differs in philosophy too, 

serving only grass-fed sirloin 

sourced from Paso Prime in Paso 

Robles, Calif. and Wisconsin- 

based Strauss, butchered and 

wet-aged on-site. 


The food: The menu revolves 

around the $25 steak dinner, 

which includes a salad, house- 

baked bread, fries and sliced steak 

topped with an herb-based “secret” 

sauce. If you've ever sliced your way 
through a huge steak only to find the 
second half has cooled by the time you 

get to it, that won’t happen here. The server 
brought out my 8-ounce steak in two separate 
4-ounce portions, with the second half arriving 
just as | polished off the first. Thinly cut fries 
are the perfect mix of crispy and salty, and | 
was just as happy to get a piping-hot second 
serving of fries as | was the steak. The steak is 
the focus, but vegetarians shouldn't be scared 
off; there’s a veggie option for the $25 dinner as 
well as veg-friendly sides and starters ($6-$8) 
such as ratatouille and asparagus with rhubarb 
and honey-thyme dressing. 


The drinks: Grass Fed infuses its own booze to 
use in bottled cocktails (equally cute and deli- 
cious, for $10) such as the Sandia Caliente (jala-

Bottom line: Kay and Bible have taken the tired 
steakhouse model and tweaked it smartly for 
the Bucktown crowd. Though the simplicity of 
the $25 fixed menu seems limiting, it’s more 
flexible that it looks. Bring a date and share a 
starter before tackling your own steak dinner. 
Or split one steak dinner and a bunch of sides 
with a bunch of friends. Or dine at the bar solo 
and go home plenty full for $25. Whichever you 
go with, it’s worth atry.

Tweet if you’re horny 


CNN 

Once relegated to sleazy red-light districts 
and the darker corners of the Internet, porn 
stars are now gaining followings in a surpris- 
ing place: Twitter. They are using the social 
media site to engage directly with their fans 
and build their individual brands. 

“Twitter has opened up these porn stars’ fan 
bases like nothing the adult film industry has 
ever seen before,” said Dan Miller, managing 
editor of XBiz, an adult industry trade publi- 
cation. “Since most mainstream pop culture 
publications don’t cover the porn industry 
{and] porn movie reviews don’t generally ap- 
pear alongside reviews of big Hollywood mov- 
ies ... the adult industry has embraced Twitter 
as a way to reach out directly to fans beyond 
the typical porn consumer.” 

Miller estimates that 90 percent of porn 
performers are on Twitter, and he believes it 
is essential for new performers to use social 
media effectively to promote themselves and 
build their “brand.” 

“If you're not on Twitter, you are definitely 
at a disadvantage right out of the gate,” he said. 

Alexander Raymond Palumbo was one of 
the first executives in the adult entertainment 
business to embrace social media, first on

Friendster, then Myspace and now on Twitter. 

Palumbo begins his work day by logging 
onto Twitter to gauge reaction from the fans 
to his company’s movies and performers. If 
viewers of anew movie trailer tweet that there 
is too much emphasis on male characters, Pa- 
lumbo will make a call to the edit department 
asking for changes. 

“Twitter is like an instant focus group,” Pa- 
lumbo said. “It’s not going to go away; it is the 
future. From our company’s point of view, it’s 
pure customer service.” 

Social media is profoundly changing the 
porn business, according to Chauntelle Tib- 
bals, a visiting scholar at University of South- 
ern California who studies the porn industry. 

“Before it was about pure fantasy,” she said. 
“But now you can become a true fan of a porn 
star.” 

The performers who are successful on Twit- 
ter are the ones who open themselves up and 
share parts of their non-professional life with 
fans, allowing followers a window into their 
off-camera personalities. 

Social media has the power to change how 
the public views porn stars, according to Tib- 
bals, and it may ultimately make porn more 
mainstream and socially acceptable.

James Deen is arguably the 
hottest male performer in the 
porn industry. At 26 years old, 
he already has appeared in 
over 1,200 movies.

Cruise lines see smooth sailings and increased 
bookings in 2012, despite the tragic sinking 
of the Costa Concordia off the coast of Italy 
earlier this year, which travel experts feared 
would take a toll on the industry. 

The Cruise Lines International Associa- 
tion (CLIA) said Wednesday that more than 
half of travel agents it polled have reported 
selling more cruises this year compared to 
last. One-quarter said by midyear the num- 
bers were similar to 2011. 

Nearly 15 percent expected growth of more 
than 25 percent in 2012 over last year and a 
quarter predicted a rise of between 11 percent 
and 15 percent. 

“Particularly for the U.S. consumer market, 
people certainly saw the Costa Concordia as a 
terrible tragedy that was a very isolated event 
and not indicative of how the broader cruise 
industry operates,” said Christine Duffy, 
CLIA’s president. 

“And I think that bears out in the fact that 
we are seeing cruise bookings up over the 
same time last year. There is still a lot of con- 
sumer confidence in the cruise product.” 

The buoyant outlook follows concern in 
the industry earlier this year that the Costa 
Concordia, which capsized Jan. 13 with the 


loss of 32 lives, would lead to cancellations and 
a dip in sales. 

The captain of the ship faces multiple 
charges of manslaughter, causing a shipwreck 
and abandoning the ship before all its passen- 
gers and crew were off. 

Travel agents said there was some initial 
impact from the disaster during the busy 
Wave Season, usually from January to March 
when many bookings are made for the year. 

Like many of the 300 travels agents ques- 
tioned in the poll, Uf Tukel, a co-president 
of iCruise.ccom/W/ MPH Vacations in Delray 
Beach, Fla., said cruises in Alaska are “very big 
this year” and he has seen a 40 percent jump 
in sailings in Hawaii. 

Typically passengers book cruises four to 
five months before their departure, a pattern 
that has been consistent this year. The US. 
is the largest market for cruises, followed by 
Britain. 

Nearly 60 percent of travel agents attribut- 
ed stronger consumer confidence, along with 
an increased desire to travel, for the uptake in 
bookings. 

About 16 million people are expected to 
take a cruise in 2012, according to CLIA, 
which expects increased interest in cruising 
in Brazil, China and Japan.
